Century-Fox in 1944,” writes Tony Thomas, “composer 
David Raksin was stopped in the studio commissary by 
a friend and told, perhaps a litte too pointedly, that 
Alfred Hitchcock had decided against using any music 
in the score of the film. Raksin, inured to snide com- 
ments on film music, mused for a moment and asked 
why and how that unusual decision had been reached. 
Said the friend, ‘Well, Hitchcock feels that since the 
entire action of the film takes place in a lifeboat on the 
open ocean, where would the music come from?’ 
Replied Raksin, ‘Ask Mr. Hitchcock to explain where 
the camera comes from and I’ll tell him where the 
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music comes from’.

* Let’s face it, the names of Max Steiner, Erich 
Wolfgang Korngold or Alfred Newman do not conjur u 
the same nostalgic memories for most of us as do Clar 
Gable, Henry Fonda or Judy Garland—but they 
should. 

Long shunned by writers and historians, the complex 
and often frustrating art of scoring music for films has 
finally, though suddenly been told in three very good— 
and surprisingly not seriously overlapping—books by 
composers. These are books by Marl Evans and Irwin 
Bazelon and film historian Tony Thomas. 

Among the three, Thomas’ book is perhaps the most 
useful single volume on the subject to the general 
reader, for in addition to his competent and richly 
detailed history, he has provided a 43-page listing of 
complete filmographies and discographies of 
Hollywood’s classic and contemporary composers. 

Both Evans, and to a greater extent Thomas, chroni- 
cle the story of movie music, beginning with the silent 
days when a loosely constructed organ accompaniment? 
often denoted on the sheet music as “hurry” or 
“romantic” for the organist’s benefit, followed such 
figures as Douglas Fairbanks or Rudolph Valentino 
swashbuckling and wooing on the silver screen. The 
reason, however, for the music was more utilitarian 
than artistic—to keep the patrons from talking too 
loudly in the otherwise deadly quiet movie theatres. 

- Max Steiner, Viennese child prodigy, who at 14 wrote 
his first operetta, came to Hollywood in the late 1920s 
and began a prestigous career totaling an output of over 
300 film scores. His first major success was the rich and 
throbbing score for “King Kong” (1933), one of the first 
film scores written to enhance the dramatic require- 
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ments of a specific motion picture. Academy Awards 
followed for films like ‘““The Informer” (1935), Bette 
Davis’s “Now Voyager” (1942) and David O. Selznick’s 
“Since you Went Away” (1944), earning for Steiner the 
industry-acknowledged title of the dean of film music. 
The intense pressures of composing under the rigid 
studio deadlines resulted in Steiner writing his classic 
music—over three-and-a-half hours of it—for “Gone 
With the Wind” in just 12 weeks, during the same year, 
1939, he was working on nearly a dozen other scores. 

Another Viennese operatic composer of greater inter- 
national merit, Erich Wolfgang Korngold, fled Hitler’s 
tyranny and came to the United States in late 1934. 
Although he produced by the end of his career no more 
than 20 film scores, they were and are now considered 
classics. Steiner and Korngold differed in their 
approach—Korngold more operatic and flowing than 
Steiner’s pulsating follow-the-action-style. But they 
agreed on the importance of the symphonic score in 
setting the overall tone and mood of a film. 

A world war and the changing styles in filmmaking 
were also reflected in the shift from lush, romantic 
scores of the 30s and early 40s to catchy thematic ones. 
Irwin Bazelon in his book emphasizes more this modern 
approach to film scoring, beginning with Dimitri 
Tiomkin’s score for ‘““High Noon’ (1952) and subse- 
quent popular whistleable melodies from movies like 
“The High and the Mighty” (1954), “Dr. Zhivago” 
(1966) and “‘Love Story” (1970). 

Bazelon also reprinted a number of invaluable inter- 
views with composer greats Elmer Bernstein 
(Leonard’s brother), Bernard Herrmann (the recently 
deceased composer for ‘‘Citizen Kane” and his last, 
“QObsession”), Jerry Goldsmith (“Patton”) and Alex 
North (“Streetcar Named Desire”) about the special 
problems for film scoring. “The problem,” Bernstein 
summed up, “is that people who do the hiring (in the 
film business) are thinking more of ‘chart’ than art. 
The ignorance is at the filmmaking level.” 

Film music, says Bazelon, ‘‘is essentially dramatic, 
not descriptive, adding an extra emotional dimension 
to the cinematic assault already being waged on the 
visual senses. At the same time, music can freshen the 
pictoral image and restore the total portrait some of the 
lifeblood that photography tends to drain away.” 

It is, agrees Thomas, “Erich Korngold persuading 
you that Errol Flynn was really Robin Hood in a 
previous life, Max Steiner telling you what it was like 
to be a southern aristocrat and lose the war and a way 


of life, Miklos Rozsa letting you know how Ray Milland - 


felt on a lost weekend when he craved a drink, or Ber- 
nard Herrmann helping you die of fright as some 
weirdo butchers Janet Leigh in the shower. If you 
believe Dana Andrews really loved Laura, think of 
David Raksin, or if you shared Dana’s mind wander- 
ings as he was in the nose of a wrecked B-17 and mused 
on the best years of his life, you might tip your hat to 
Hugo Friedhofer. If your heart went out to Gary Cooper 
as he waited all alone for those four ex-cons to come out 
and get him at high noon, you might give a thought to 
Dimitri Tiomkin, and if you think that Jennifer Jones 
really saw the Virgin Mary, then light a little candle to 
the memory of the late Alfred Newman. One more 
point: Joan Fontaine was absolutely right when she felt 
Manderley was haunted, but it wasn’t the spirit of 
Rebecca—it was Franz Waxman’s music.

In his early years he 
“would do anything. to es- 
cape practicing,’ he 
recalls. But as his 12th 
year approached, Reid 
found a new love for 
music and began to com- 
pose. “I didn’t know 
how—but I did it 
anyway,” he recalls.

When he _ heard 
Rachmaninoff that year it 
made an “indelible im- 
pression.”’ He rushed out 
to buy Rachmaninoff’s 
records and played along 
with them. Nibley’s self 
discipline and determina- 
tion assisted him in the 
next few years. He 
became his own 
instructor—because he 
didn’t have a teacher. Un- 
der his mother’s guidance 
he practiced for hours‘and 
hours. 

Almost before he 
decided he wanted to be a 
concert pianist, he had 
become one. 

“He was never good 
enough for her (Mrs. 
Nibley), but at the same 
time he was better than 
anyone else on earth,” 
recalls Reid’s brother 
Hugh. 


Soloist at 13 


At 13, Nibley was a 
soloist with the Glendale 
Symphony. He was a lit- 
tle nervous but even then 
was ‘“‘Never too nervous to 
take a short nap before a 
concert,” Hugh’ recalls. 
While the rest of the 
family paced the floor 
Reid calmly slept. 

_ Fear of the stage has 
never really bothered 
Reid. One of his early 
teachers told him what to 
do when he walked on 
stage to begin a concert: 

“Calmly bow to the 
right and then to the left. 
Turn back to the right 
and tell them where to go;

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then to the left and tell 
them where to go. Then 
sit down and play.” The 
advice was not to be 
followed to the letter ... 
rather, Reid was to men- 
tally tell his audience 
where to go. In any case 
he has never let his 
audience intimidate him. 

Hours of rehearsing 
dominated Reid’s_ early 
life on the concert stage. 
Three to four hours a day 
were the minimum re- 
quired. 


“Tt’s just like an athlete 
having to keep in shape,” 
explains Nibley. “But 
once I got interested the 
time passed so quickly 
that it wasn’t an element. 
It was getting the 
material accomplished 
that was important.” 


Reid’s study in New 
York was followed by ex- 
tensive radio, television, 
solo and orchestral ap- 
pearances throughout the 
United States, Canada, 
Europe and Japan. He 
memorized an average of 
40 works for each tour. 


His ability to memorize at 


a phenomenal speed 
made this possible. At the 
age of only nine, Reid 
memorized the first move- 
ment of a Chopin concerto 
in one morning on a bet 
with Hugh. He won a 
quarter for his efforts. 
Hugh said Reid took the 
bet because he needed the 
money. 


Reid met his wife Mar- 
jorie at a concert at BYU 
in which he was playing. 
“Where else!” she smiles. 
“T was impressed at once 
to see the amount of work 
it takes for Reid to keep 
up to concert level.” 


Hairy Experiences 


Though a_ disciplined 
performer, Reid has had 
some hairy experiences on 
tour. 


almost gagged, but 
managed to finish the 
work. 


“There was a marvelous 
experience when I was in 
Japan,” laughs Reid. 
“The piano had been 
highly polished and the 
conscientious person who 
had done it had also 
polished the keys. I had 
not had the chance to 
warm up and playing 
proved to be difficult. The 


‘polish made my fingers 


slide over the keys.” 


Though it startled nim, 
it was evident only to him 
as he finished the concert 
with a flourish. 


His years as official 


pianist with the Utah - 


Symphony gave Reid the 
opportunity to spend time 
with his growing family. 
As he traveled to perfor- 
mances he would take 
each child with him in 
turn. 


“Tt gave me a chance to 
have individual time with 
each of the children,” he 
explains. His son Richard 
adds “it was exciting to 
see someone so close to 
you in such an awesome 
position, commanding the 
attention of thousands.” 


Nibley Children Listen 


The children in the 
Nibley home grew up 
thinking that all fathers 
spent hours in the early 
morning playing the 
piano. Nibley’s middle 
son, Garn, remembers 
frost covered mornings as 
a child when he would 
awake to the sound of his 
father practicing, then 
creep downstairs to sit by 
the heater and listen. 


As a teacher, Reid 
Nibley generates in his 
students the spark of ex- 
citement for music that 
was born in him as a 
child. He feels that his 
concert career and 
teaching go hand in hand. 
“How could I tell my stu- 
dents what it is like on the 


concert stage if I hadn’t 


done it,”’ he comments. 


In a world of per- 
missivness Reid Nibley 
stands as a testimony to 
the value of discipline and 
determination. Music has 
been a part of his life since 
he was a baby. Through 
hard work and a desire to 
progress Reid has become 
a concert pianist of inter- 
national caliber. 


The devotion of Reid’s 
mother to his success and 
the success of her. other 
children has made her a 
central figure in his life. 

When asked about his 
accomplihments Reid 
casually answers, ‘‘I’ve 
stayed out of jail. That’s 
what mother always wan- 
ted, for me — to stay out 
of jail.”

Geneva. 

The mere mention of 
the steel plant in Orem 
sends environmentalists 
into fits and employees 
into defensive positions. 

In a period of environ- 
mental concern and 
economic downturn, 
Geneva is more 
vulnerable than ever, not 
only to adverse publicity 
but also to the political 
winds of the day. 

But Hank Huish, 
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general superintendent of 
the Geneva Works, thinks 
the steel industry’s 
current problems go much 
deeper than the obvious 
pollution and inflation 
issues frequently dis- 
cussed in public forums. 

“The industry is at a 
crossroads,’ he says. 
“Our market has been 
eroded tremendously by 
foreign steel,” and the 
problem isn’t confined to 
just steel; shoes, radios, 
cameras are all being 
threatened by foreign 
competition. 

“This isn’t because we 
(Americans) are not as 
productive or because our 
people can’t or won’t do 
the job. It’s because we 
are competing with 
government-subsidized 
businesses, and there 
ain’t no way U.S. Steel 
can take on the entire 
Japanese government!” 

Japan and Britain are 
two examples frequently 
cited by Geneva Steel ex- 
ecutives as threats to the 
American economy, 
though. they are not the 
only ones. 

“We (the steel in- 
dustry) have been propo- 
nents_of fair trade since 
day one and we still are,” 
Huish emphasizes. “But 


we want an international 


fair market, too, where

we're all working under

Japan ‘‘dumps’’ its 
products on the U.S., par- 
ticularly on the West 
Coast, Huish claims. 
Once production goes 
beyond the break-even 
point, a company can sell 
its products at extremely 
low prices to American 
consumers. ‘This is possi- 
ble because the foreign 
government is willing to 
subsidize the loss. 

“People keep saying 
‘the Japanese are more 
modern, that they have 
new mills, better 
facilities.’ You’re darn 
right they’ve got all those 
new mills, but that’s 
primarily because of the 
Bank of Japan, not 
because of their 
customers!’’ Huish 
pounds the table with his 
forefinger as he stresses 
the point.

Is there a solution to the

Social Security, a 
Federal program which 
worked well during its 
early years, finds itself in 
deep trouble even as its 
taxes continue to in- 
crease. 


Don Donaldson, dis- 


trict manager of the. 


Provo Social Security 
District, says the Social 
Security trust fund will 
be totally exhausted by 


the early 1980’s if no ac- 


tion is taken. 

In an address to Con- 
gress last May, Presi- 
dent Carter said some 33 
million Americans 
currently receive Social 
Security benefits and 
another 104 million 
workers and employers 
are contributing taxes to 
the program and earning 
retirement credits. They 
will count on Social 
Security to meet their 
retirement income needs 
in the future. 

When first imposed in 
1937, Social Security 
drew a one percent tax 
from employees and em- 
ployers on the first $3000 
paid in salaries each 
year.’ This made the 
maximum combined 


employee-employer tax - 


paid during: any year 
$60. 


current FICA tax levy is 
5.85 percent on the first 
$16,500 earned each 
year. Further increases 
are scheduled for 1978 
and subsequent years. 


Reserves depleted 

In spite of the im- 
mense increases in 
Social Security taxes, 
benefits to’ recipients 


have exceeded the funds. 


received in the past 


several years. The: 


system’s reserves. are 
rapidly being depleted. 


Even. though Social - 


Security funds totalled 
approximately $34.5 


billion at. the end of. 


March, the disability in- 
surance fund will be 
depleted at the end of 
1979, said Donaldson. 
The retirement and sur- 
vivor insurance funds 
will run out at the end of 
1983. 


QJLHEEE FULYe 


Donaldson said the. 


Estimates place Social 
Security’s long-term un- 
funded liability to 
current workers and 
retirees between $3-$4 
trillion. That equals 
nearly $16,000 for every 
man, woman and child 
in the United States, 
Donaldson explained. 

In 1976, Social 
Security expenditures 
amounted to 10.78 per- 
cent of all taxable 
payrolls. However, only 
9.90 percent of these 
payrolls was collected in 
taxes. This means that 
for 1976, Social Security 
incurred a .88 per cent 
deficit by paying out 
more in benefits than it 
received in funds, says 
Allan J. Witt, research 
director of the Utah 
Foundation. 


Deficit increases 
The average-aged 
BYU students is 20 years 
old:and will reach retire- 
ment age-in. the. year 


2020. Experts “predict © 


that Social Security ex- 
penditures . will equal 
21.3 percent of taxable 


payrolls in 2020, Witt 


pointed out. Since the 
present law calls for an 
employee-employer tax 
rate of only 11.9 percent 
on that year, the 
program deficit will 
amount to 9.4 percent.

“Since Social Security 
is administered on a 
national level, a person 
living in Provo will not 
be. affected any less by 
these developments than 
a person living. in.

Editor’s note: This is the first in a series of articles ex- 
amining the controversey over preservation of historic 
areas in Salt Lake City. The second and third parts will 
appear in Tuesday and Wednesday's Universe. 


The lights have dimmed. The settings for the first act 
are the tradition-steeped areas of Salt Lake City, par- 
ticularly East South Temple, the Avenues and Capitol 
Hill neighborhoods. 

Stated simply, officials of historical societies are 
fighting for preservation, renovation and usage of ex- 
isting buildings The Salt Lake City Commission rules 
on each individual case and demolition crews or 


renovation architects await each decision. Yet, behind. 


this simple facade are factors complex enough to give 
even Sherlock Holmes a headache. 

How important are older buildings in Utah’s 
economic picture? Is it better to demolish them and 
build new structures? Can there be a balance between 
the two alternatives? Who will make the decisions? 


A proposal is currently before the City Commission 


to create a Historical District in the Avenues area of the 
city. Establishing such a district would prohibit con- 
struction of buildings not in harmony with the historic 
nature of the neighborhood. Addition of buildings, such 
as high-density apartment complexes and most other 
modern commercial efforts would be discouraged by 
the ruling. 

Proponents of this measure point to the historical un- 
iqueness of the area, overwhelming resident support, 
some economic advantages and previously haphazard 
and careless action by some developers in their quest 
for adoption of the measure. 


Opponents feel the overall economic advantages 
claimed by historical groups are dubious and the cen- 
tralized location of the Avenues lends itself to higher 
density neighborhoods, which they feel will become in- 
creasingly important in an energy-short society. 


Most informed observers, including Allen Johnson, 
Salt Lake director of advanced planning, feel the 
Avenues will be approved as a historic district. Johnson 
sees commission and historical groups, but added that 
his planning and zoning department has yet to make a 
recommendation to the commission. 
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Present regulations hold that if a developer wishes to 
build on a site with historic impact, he must follow a 
carefully outlined plan. A five-month moratorium on 
demolition and construction will be declared after the 
developer has stated his desire to build. During these 
months, if federal funding is available, a careful study 
is made. Alternative uses for the property are examined 
and possible reuse is studied. If another buyer is not 
located during the moratorium period or if a study is 
not conducted, demolition and construction may 
proceed in most cases. Nevertheless, if the Historical 
Society, developer or city demands, other complicated 
processes involving judicial procedure and litigation 
may follow. The process is complex at times, and many 
developers don’t like that. 

Stephanie Churchill, executive director of the Utah 
Heritage Foundation (UHF), feels some of the Salt 
Lake City Commissioners, “if not downright sym- 
pathetic to preservation, at least are listening to us. 
However, others have ties with developers and thus 
tend to be more sympathetic towards them.” 


Decisions of recent months tend to show the commis- 
sion taking a compromise stance in the preservation vs 
development question. Still, Johnson feels “they have 
leaned towards historical interests where there has 
been a conflict as far as they legally can. 

He adds: 

“The question is whether or not we should be out 
supporting changes in legislation to give them (the city 
commission) more authority and power. The UHF and 
Utah State Historical Society (USHS) are saying that 
‘if you don’t, we will.’ ” 

The federal government has, with several recent 
pills, provided tax and other economic benefits to those 
who preserve and restore old buildings for reuse. Wilson 
G. Martin and his preservation planning team have 
this in mind for Salt Lake and other Utah cities, Provo 
included. 


Though they play down the conflict with them, 
careless developers are historical societies’ number one 
enemies. ‘“‘There are developers and there ‘are 
developers,’ Mrs. Churchill said. “Some are 
cooperating, very well and are sensitive to historic 
needs.”” When asked whether this is the exception or 
the rule, she replied, “‘it is the exception right now.” 

Of a proposed six-story apartment complex on 900 
East and South Temple, Mrs. Churchill said, 
“Buildings on South Temple are basically two and 
three stories high. This complex is totally out of scale 
with other buildings in the area. __ 

“I wish he (the developer) would realize that he is 
destroying the quality of the area. Before long, there 
will be nothing special or unique about South Temple.” 

Another complaint voiced by Mrs. Churchill is that 
developers at times buy historic sites, then allow them 


to deteriorate. They then claim economic hardship and . 


financial loss as a means towards convincing 
authorities. Two developers were mentioned as being 
particularly unsensitive to historical areas. Both were 
not available or did not offer comment. 


Martin feels the problem lies not with the 


developers, but ‘‘with the system which allows historic 
districts to be zoned for higher and better uses.” He ad- 
ded that the developers are merely using “very legal 
ways to make money.”

Coach stays calm 


The calming influence 
in the home is Coach 
Edwards. “He is a calm 
consistent person,” ob- 
serves Mrs. Edwards. His 
emotions don’t ever 
change, even during foot- 
ball season.” 

The children do feel the 
effects .of their father’s 
profession, however, and 
have been abused by 
fellow students at school. 
Daughter Ann was once 
hit on the head by another 
student after a BYU loss. 

The Edwards family 
has also had to learn to 
deal with those who 
deride the coach during 
games — and a par- 
ticularly difficult situa- 
tion — when they have to 
sit next to the coach’s 
critics. 

As parents, the 
Edwards seek to avoid the 
advantages that might be 
given the children simply 
because of the success of 
their father. 

“The kids are un- 
derstandabily proud of 
their father, but we don’t 
want anything to be 
opened up because of his 
position. It wouldn’t be 
fair,” she says. 

Mrs. Edwards is admit- 
tedly very involved ‘in the 
sport her husband 
coaches. “I’m very defen- 
sive of the players and 
very proud of the program 
we’ve established. It’s the 
first time in history we 
have had a pre-season 
ranking and that has 
taken blood, sweat and 
tears. We finally have a 
sound, recognized 
program.”’ 

Not only is she defen- 
sive of the players, but she 
shares many of her hus- 
band’s worries over the 
team. “We have an un- 


usual situation at BYU 
because it is a church 
school. We have to recruit 
the calibre of athlete who 
feels good about our 
program.” 

Wendy Nielsen, wife of 
all-American quarterback 
Gifford, says Mrs. 
Edwards told her of her 
husband’s worry over Gif- 
ford’s broken hand. After 
a period of time when Gif- 
ford had not been throw- 
ing well, Coach Edwards 
returned home one night 
ecstatic enough to jump 
up and click his heels 
because ‘‘Gifford is throw- 
ing great.”’ Wife Patti 
then immediately jumped 
up and clicked her heels, 
too, at the good news. 


Disliked football 


Patti has not always 
had. the interest in the 
sport she now makes so 
important. At one of two 
luncheons Mrs. Edwards 
gives for wives of the 
football players, she told 
of her experience as a 
student at Utah State 
University. She disliked 
football, even though she 
was dating the team cen- 
ter, Lavell. However, she 
was always able to give 
him an accurate com- 
mentary on his games. 
He later came to find out 
she had a roommate who 
loved football and would 
report to her after each 
game what had gone on. 
“‘Lavell teases me 
because I never actually 
saw him play until after 
we were married,” Patti 
confessed. < 

Today, however, 
games in the Edwards 
home .have developed 
into a family affair. Son 
John, a freshman at 
BYU says his mother is 
the most superstitious 
woman he has ever met. 
“Last year, the night 
before each game I had 
to sleep on clean blue 
and white sheets.” Mrs. 
Edwards says she is not 
really superstitious, but 
encourages the clean- 
sheet tradition because 
“it’s the only way I feel I 
can really help win a 
football game.”’

of the Utah State Aggies. 

Nielsen threw six touchdown passes and hit on 30 of 40 passes for 321 
yards, as the Cougars rolled to 591 yards total offense against the out- 
classed Aggies. 

Yet Nielsen’s stats were deceptive. Only one time did he throw a pass 
that didn’t reach the receiver and he threw that one away. Of Nielsen’s 
two and a half quarters of play, Coach LaVell Edwards said, “Gifford 
threw as good as I’ye ever seen him do.” : 

What Nielsen didn’t do to humiliate USU, his teamates did. BYU 
didn’t punt during the entire game as six Cougars scored touchdowns. 
And while Nielsen was passing all over the Aggies, BYU’s running at- 
tack was grinding up 212 yards on the ground. The only thing that kept 
the Cougars offensive yard total for the game down was continual good 
field position for BYU. 

Todd Christensen led the scoring brigade with three touchdowns 
while Mike Chronister had two. John VanDerWouden, George Harris, 
Casey Wingard, and Scott Younger also added TD’s. 

It took BYU just 42 seconds to take control of the game against an 
emotionally high USU. The Aggies received the kickoff and three plays 
later fumbled away the ball. On the Cougars first offensive play, 
Nielsen set the Utah State ship to sinking with a 33 yard touchdown 
pass to VanDerWouden. The TD pass came at 14:18 of the first quarter 
and Dev Duke’s first extra point of the game gave BYU a 7-0 lead. It 
was all the Cougars needed. 

It took just two more offensive plays before Utah State coughed up 
the ball again, and Nielsen then capped a seven play drive covering 42 
yards with a five yard touchdown pass to Christensen. : 

“‘ thought the key to the game was our recovering the first two fum- 
bles and scoring,’ Edwards said. : 

BYU led at the end of the first quarter 28-0, and 38-6 at half. The 
Cougar defense lost a possible shutout with just 26 seconds left in the 
half when USU converted BYU’s first turnover of the year into six 
points. Aggies quarterback Eric Hipple hit wide receiver Jimmy Bryant 


on the left sideline and Bryant carried the pass 63 yards for the score. 

The Cougar defense which lost the services of Mekeli Ieremia in the 
first half with a sprained angle, yielded just 95 yards on the ground. Ag. 
halfback Rick Parros, who entered the clash fourth in the nation in 
rushing, was held to just 72 yards on 12 carries. 

Romney Stadium records began to fall one by one in the second half 
as Nielsen picked up where he left off in the first half. The Provo native, 
engineered BYU to two touchdowns, on the Cougars first two poses- 
sions, and then was pulled for the afternoon in favor of backups Marc 
Wilson and Jim McMahon. 

While the regulars were out of the lineup the backups kept up the : 
pace. Wilson connected on seven of seven passes for 52 yards including 
an eight yard scoring toss to Younger. 

Highlight for BYU in the second half came when Wingard, a junior 
halfback, took an option pitch from Wilson and scampered 45 yards to
